Admirable is the excellencie of the 
Word, which is evident partly by the na- 
rure thereof, partly by the operation. 

The exccllencie of the nature is ei- 
ther the perfeQion thereof, or the erer= 
nitte, 

The perfcRion is citherthe ſufficiencir 
or the puritic. The ſufficiencie is that, 
whereby the word of God is ſo complear, 
thar nothing may be either put to it, or 
taken from, which appertainethcothe 
proper end thereof. Plal.19.7. The Law 
of the Lordis perfeft, connerting the ſoule. 
Deue.1 2.32, + hat ſoener [ commannd y98, 
rake heede yee dot it : than ſhalt put nothin 
therets, nor take ought therefrom. Reuel, 
22.18.19. 

The puritie thereof is, whereby it re= 
maineth entire init ſelfe, voide of decrit 
and errour, Plalm.1z2.6.

The Scripture is the word of God writ- 
renin a language fit for the Church'by 
menimmediately called to be the Clerks 
or Secretaries of the holy Ghoſt, 2.Pet. 
1.21. For prophecie came not in old time'by 


the will of man, but the holy men of God

tings of the Euangelifts and Apoſiles. 

The Scripture is cither the New Teſta- 
ment or tha Old. 

The old teſtament is y firſt part of the 
Scripture, written by the Prophets in the 
Hebrew rongue,or aticaſt in the Chaldie, 
vofolding chiefely that old couenant of 
works, Luk. 16.29. and 24.27. eAndhe 
began at Moſes, andat ali the Prephets,and 
interpreted onto them in all the Scriptures 
the things which werewritten of him. 

Ic is diltioguiſhed by bookes, which 
are either Hiftoricall, or Dogmaticall, or 
Prophetical]. 

The Hiftorical! bookes are tories of 
things done, for the illuftration and con- 
firmation of that dotrine which is pro- 
pounded in other bookes, 1.Cor.10.11, 
Nowal theſe things came vps them for * en- 
ſamples : and were written to admoniſh v5, 
Rom.rg.4. For whatſoexer thingswere writ- 
ten afore-time,arewritten for our learning. 

Theſe books are in number fifteene.

Theſe are fours in number. 

1 The booke of P/ahmes, which con- 
taineth ſacred ſonges to be fizred for cue- 
rie condition both ofthe Church and the 
particular meinbers therof, and alfo co be 
ſung wich gracein the heart, Tol.3.16. 

2 The booke of Prozerbes, which is a 
treatiſe of Chriſtian manners, teachin 
pietie towards God, and iultice towards 
our N:ighbour. 

3 The booke of the Preacher, which « p,,,.. 
diſclofeth the vanity of al humanethings, ſes. 
ſo farre forth as they arc yſed without the 
feare of God. 

4 The * Sorg of Songs, which [pea- * The books 
keth of the mutual] communion ot Chriſt of Canticles, 
with the Church, vader an allegorie of a 
* Bridegroome and his Bride. ' Orhuſ- 

The Prophetical books are Predictions, 
either of the iudgemenrs of God for the 
finnes of the people,or of the deliuerance 
of the Church, which is ro bee perfited ar 
the comming of Chriſt, 

But with theſe predictions * they doe * Thats, 
mingle the doQrine of repentance, and the Prophets 

_—_—_ doc 
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doe almoſt alwaies vſe conſolations in 
Chriſt to them that doe repenr. 

Itistheir cuſtome alſo for the þelping 
oftheir hearers memoric and vnderſtan- 
ding to propound their ſermons brieflie, 
which they made at large. Eſa.8.1. /fore- 
ouer the Lord ſaid unto metals thee a great 
roale, and write in it with a mans penre. 
Hab.2. 2. rite the 21/ron and 24Re it plaine 
vpon tables,that he may run that readeth it. 

Prophecies are either greater or leſlcr. 

Greater are ſuch as do more plenziful- 
lie deliver all choſe. things that are fore- 
told; as the prophecie of Efay, creme, 
Ezekiel, Daniel, 

Hitherto bclong the Lamentations of 
Feremie, touching the miſerie of the peo- 
ple of the Iewes about tne time of the 
death of Iofhah. 

Lefſer prophecies arethoſe, which in- 
ereate. more ſparinglie or bricfely of all 
thoſe things that are forctold, or atleaſt 
of ſome of them ; as the prophecie of Ho- 
ſea, Ioel, Amos, Ob:diah, Tonas,c Michah, 
Nahum, Habaknh , Zephanic, Hagge, Za- 
charie, Malachie.

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The New Teſtament is the ſecond parr 
of the Scripture written in the Greeke 
rongue by the Apoſiles, or at leaſt appro- 
uedaf them, propounding plainely che 
dodrine of the new cournant. Eph.2.20. 
-.'nd are built vpen the foundation of the 
Prophets azd Apoſtles. 

Peter approued the Goſpel of Marke, 
at whoſe motion and appointment it was 
written by Marke, as it pleafeth Nicepho- 
rus to auerre, Lib.2.cap.45. And lohn, 
that wrote the Goſpell, approued the 
Goſpell of Luke. Iris of ſmall moment, 
which is reported by Euſebius; ro wit, 
that it is apparent by wo places (2, Tim. 
2.8, and Rom, 2.16.) thac Paul was the 
author of rhat Goſpell, which is called 
Lukes. For Paul doth not here ſpeake of 
any one booke, bur of his whole mini- 
Rerie: for hee addeth, /» *which / ſurfer

For hee begins his diſcourſe in a 
divers manner, and procecdesin another 
order, partly intreating of things more 
largely, and parte interlacing of new 
matters. Luke aimeth zt or frameth aper- 
fect hiſtorie, and deſcribed in a certaine 
order. Iohnis almo{ wholy taken vp in 
laying open the Godhead and penal of 
Chrift, which is deriucd from his Gods 
head ynto vs, 

Hierome diſtinguiſhcth the Euange- 
* liſts by their beginnings or entrance. He 
ſaith Matthew. is like a. mar, becauſe hee

1s 
begins with the 2/an-hood of Chriſt. He 
likens Maike to a Lis, becauſe hee be.

He com- 
paces Luke to an Oxe, becauſe he begin- 
neb with Zacharie the Prieſt offering his 
ſacrifice. He compareth Iohnco an Eagle, 
becauſe he dorh(as it were) foare vp aloft 
and begin with the Goahe:4 of Chill.

Of the former kind there is onel:e one, 
namely the inward tcſtimony of the holy 
Ghott ſpeaking in the Scriprures, and not 
only telling a man within in his heart, bur 
alſoeffeCtually perſwading him that theſe 
bookes of the Scripture are the word of 
God, Ifai.59.21. 71y Sprrit, that z pon 
thee,and my words which I hanepat inthy 
mouth, ſhall not depart out of thy mouth 
—fromhexceforth exeu for exer. 


The 
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The manner of perſwading is on this 
wiſe : The EeleR having the Spiritof God 
doe firſt diſccrne the yoyce of Chriſt ſpea- 
king in the ſcriptures. Moreouer, that 
yoyce, which they doe diſcerne,they doc 
approoue : and thar which they doe ap- 
proue, they doe belceue. Laſtly, belce- 
uing they are (as it were) ſealed with the 
ſeale of the Spirit. Ephe.1 13. #herem al- 
ſo after that ye beleened.yee were ſealed with 
the holy Spirit af promiſe. 

The Church allo may beare witneſſe 
of the Canon, perſwade ſhe cannot. For 
by this meanes the voyce of the Church 
ſhould be of greater force then the voyce 
of God: and the whole Rate of mans fal. 
uation ſhould depend vpon men; than 
which what can be ſaid to be more miſe- 
rable? 

Obie. The Scripture is the word of 
God by ir ſelfe, but ir is not ſotovs, but 
by the iudgement of che Church. A»ſc 1. 
The diftinRion is vaine. For,the firſt parr 
thereof ſheweth the manner, whereby the 
Scripture 1s the word of God : the latter 
partſheweth not the manner how, but the 


perſon to whom. 2. The Scripture doth 
alſo 
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alſo reſtific the ſame thing with thac kind 


ofreftimoenie,which 1s ſurer eucn then all 
the oathes of men. For we haue the yoyce 
of the holy Ghoſt ſpeaking in the Scrip- 
rure: who doth alſo worke in our hearts a 
certaine (1wggrerer)full perſwalion of the 
Scriptures, when we are exerciſed in hea-= 
ring,reading and meditating of the. Nei- 
ther doe we belecue athing, becauſe the 
Church ſaith iris to beleeued : but there- 
fore we doe belecue a thing, becauſe that 
which the Church ſpeaketh, the Scripture 
did firſt ſpeake. Yea the Church cannot 
Rand, nor yet be imagined without faith: 
faich is not without the word : which 
word ts the Rule or Obiect of fauh: and 
not the iudgement,though it be of moſt 
holy men. 3: He which doubteth of the 
Scriptures, will doubt as wcll of the teſti» 
monie of the Church,

Becaule Sathan hath raiſed vp dicions, 
fromthe dead the old Hereriques, that he and conſo- 
might hinderche refloratiG of the Church, —_ Gods 
whichis begun co bce made in our time, 
For the Antitrivicaries have newly vat- 
niſhed that opinion of Ariz ard Sabeli- 
2, The Anabantiftsrenew the doctrines 
orſe&tsof the Ellees, Catharilts, Enthu- 
fiafts, and Donacitts. The Swenkfeldians 
reulue the opinions of the Eutychians, 
Enthuſtafts,&c. Aenor followerh Ebion - 
and the Papiſts reſemble the Phariſies, 


Enctacites,Tatians,Pelagians. The Liber- 
C3 tines 
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tines renew the opinions of the Gnoſticks 
and Carpocratians. S-rxerz# hath reviued 
the hereſies of Samoſatenus, Arrimns, Eu- 
tyches, Marcion, and Apollinarss. Laltly, 
the Schiſmatiques, thar ſeparate them- 
ſelucs from evangelical Churches,recciuve 
the opinions, facts, and faſhions of Pu- 
pranus in Cyprian,of the Audians,and Do- 
natiſts. Therefore in like manner, wee 
mult not ſo much ſecke for new repca- 
lingsand confutations of theſe herchies, 
as wee are for our vſe ro fetch thoſe anci- 
ent ones out of Councils aid Fathers, and 
ro accompt them as approued and firme. 
Foucthly, thoſe things, which in Rudying 
thou meeteſt with, that are neceflarie and 
worthie to be oblerucd, thou muRtputin 
thy tables or Common-place books, that 
thou maicſt alwaics haue in a readines 
both old and new.

Avgn#Fine vpon the 
66.Pſalme faith thus : /F / ſpeake, let no 
man heare : if Chriſt ſheake, woe bee to him 
that doth wat heare. So againe he ſaith (De 
vntat. Eccleſit) Let vs not heare, Theſe 
things 1 ſay, Theſe things he ſaith : but let 
vs beare, Theſe things the Lord ſaith.

The foundation of Application is to 
know whether the place propounded be 
a ſentence of the Law, or of the Goſpell. 
For when the word is preached there is 
one operation ofthe Law, and another 
of the Goſpell. For the Law is thus farre 
forth effeQtuall, as to declare vnto vs the 
diſeaſe of finne, and by accident to exaſ- 
perate and flirre it vp: bur it affords no 
remedie, Now the Goſpel, as it teacheth 
what is to be done: ſo it hath alſo the ef- 
ficacy of the holy Ghoſt adioyned with it, 
by whom we being regenerated, we haue 
frength both to belceue the Goſpell, 
and to petforme thoſe things which ir 
commaundeth, The Law therefore is the 
firſt in the order of teaching : and the 
Goſpell ſecond, 

Ir is a ſentence of the Law, which ſpea- 
keth ofperfe&@ inherent righteouſnes; of 
ccernall life giuen thong —— 
rene 
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the Law, of the-contrarie fins, and of the 
curſe that is due vnto them.Gal.3.10, So 
many as are of the workes of Law, are vnder 
the curſe ; for it is written, curſed ts he who- 
ſoener abideth not in all things, which are 
written in the booke of the Law todoe them. 
Martth.3.7.0 generation of Vipers,who hath 
fore-varned you to flee from the anger ro 
come? 10.Andnow alſo ts the axe put to the 
roote of the trees : therfore enery tree,which 
bringeth not forth good fruit, ws cut vp (En 
xm) and caft into the fire. 

A ſentence ofthe Goſpell is that, which 
ſpeaketh of Chriſt and his bencfirs,and of 
fiith being fruirfull in goodworkes: as, 
Iohn 3.16.'So God loxed the world, that hee 

gaue his onely begotten Sonne, that whoſoe= 
wer belceneth in him, ſhould not periſh but 
hane enerlaiting life. 

Hence it is that many ſentences, which 
ſeeme to belong to the Law, are by rea- 
ſon of Chriſt to bee vnderſfiood not legal.

The catechiſme is the doGtrine of the 
foundation of Chriſtian religion, brieflic 
propounded for the helpe of the vnder- 
{fanding and memorie in queſtions and 
anſwers made by the /zxely voyce. 

The ater therfore of the Catechiſme 
is the foxndation of religion. 

The feruundatron is a certaine ſumme of 
the principles of Chriſtianitie, Heb. 5.1 2. 
For when as concerning the time ye ought to 
be teachers, yet hane yee neede agame that 


we teach you the, firſt principles of the word] 
of God. 

A principleisthat which doth direAly 
and immediatly ſerue both forthe ſalua- 
rion of men and for the glorie of God, 
which being alſo denied and ouerturned

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no ſaluation can be hoped for. 

There are eſpeciallie fixe principles: 
Repentance, Faith, Baptiſmes, that is, the 
Sacraments, /mp:ſition of hands, thatis, 
the minifterie of the word by a Synec- 
doche, the reſurrettion, end the last indge- 
ment, Heb.6.1.2.2. 

The forme of the Carcchiſme is to han- 
dletheelements or grounds plainelie by 
asking and anſwering,t.Pet.3.21. To he 
which alſo, the figure that now ſaneth vs, 


een baptiſme agreeth{not theputting away 


of the filthines of the fleſh, but the ſtipulation 
or * interrogation of a 700d conſcience), * imegmps. 
Act.8.37. What aoth let me to be bapti- 
zed? And Philip ſaid nts him, if thou be- 
leeneſt with all thine heart, hou maiſt.Then 
hee anſwered ſaying, 1 beleexe that Teſs 
Chriit is the Sorne of God, Tertullian de 
reſurrett, carnts faith; The ſoule is not pur- 
ged with waſhing bur with anſwering. | 
And here wee mult hold a difference 
berweene Milke and trong meate, which 
are the ſame indeede, but do differin the 
manner and faſhion of deliuering. 
Milke is a certaine briefe, plaine and 
generall explication of the principles of

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the faith : 2s when a man doth teach y we 
mutt belceue one God and three perſons, 
Father, Sonne & holy Ghoſt; and that we 
muſtrelie only vpon the grace of God in 
Chrift;andthat wee aught ro beleeue the 
remiſiion of finnes ; and when wee are 
taught that we eught to repent, to ob- 
Rainc from euill, and to doe that which is 
good. 

Strong meate is a ſpeciall, copious, Iu- 
culent and clecre handling of the do- 
Crine of faith: as when the condition of 
man beforethefall, his fall, originall and 
aCtuall faune, mans guilcineſle, free-will, 
the myReries of the Trinitic, the two na- 
tures of Chrift, the perſonall vnion, the 
office of Chriſt, the imputation of righte- 
ouſnes,faith,grace,and the vſc of the Jaw, 
arc delivered out of the word of God di- 
ftinAly and cxaQRtly, 

Moreover, »itke muſt bee ſet before 
babes,that is, thoſe that are rude or weak 
in knowledge: fro7g meat mult be giuen 
ro ſuch asare of ripe yeres,thatis,to them 
that are better inſtruſted. 1,Cor.3.1. 
Mereouer brethren,T could not heake vnto 
104 as to ſprrituall: bus Thaxe ſpoken unto 


your

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you as tocarnall,that is,ts infants in Chriſt, 

2.1 haue fed you with milke, and not with 
meate, Heb.5.13. 


ITI. Some haze knowledge, but are not 
as yet bumble. 


In ſuch the foundation of repentance 
ought to bee fiirred vp, that is to ſay,a 
certaine ſorrow which is according to 
God. 2.Cor.7.8. For though I made you 
forrie ith a letter, I repent not, though 
[ did repent : for [perceiue that the ſurge Eu 
pile made you ſorie, though it were bat for 
4 ſeaſon. 9.1 now retoyce, not that yee were 
ſory, but that ye ſorroved to repentance: for 
yee ſorroved according to God (ram Nin) ſo 
that m nothing ye were hurt by vs. 10. For 
ſorrow, which is according to Ged(or godly) 
canſeth repentance vnto ſaluation not to bee 
repented of : but worldly ſorrow cauſeth 
death, 

Sorrow according to God, is a griefe 
for ſinne,cuen becauſe iris finne. 


To the ſtirring vp of this affeRtian, in 


 thefirftplace a man muſt vſe the minilie- 


ricof theLaw, which may beget contri- 
H 4 tion 
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though but. 
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tion of heart, or the horrors of conſci- 
ence, which though it bee not a thing 
wholeſome and profitable of it owne na- 
ture, yetis ita remedie necefſaric forthe 
ſubduing ofa ſinners lubbernneſſe, and 
for the preparing of his minde to become 
reachable. 

Now, that this legall ſorrow may be 
wrought, itis fit to vic ſome choyce par- 
cell of the law, which may reproouc ſome 
one notable ſinne in men that are not as 
yet humbled. For ſorrow for, and repen- 
rance * euch of one finne is for ſubitance 
(wy <1) ſorrow for and repentance of all. 
AQ.8.22. Repent therefore of this thy wic- 
kednes,and pray God,that if it be poſſible,the 
thought of thine heart may be forginen thee, 
Act.2.23. Hmhazeyee taken by the hands 
of the wicked,bemg delinered by the determi- 
2ate counſelland forchnowledge of God, and 
haue crucified and laine. Pſalm.3 2.5. 

Yea further, if any man being afflifted 
with the crofſſe, and with outward calami- 
ties have only a worldly ſorrow, that is,if 
he mourne not for ſinne as it is fipne, bur 
for the puniſhment of finne, hee is not by 
and by to þe comforted, but firſt this ſor- 

Tow 
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row isto be turned into that other ſorrow 
which is * according to God: as is the * Godby, 
counſell of Phyfitians in the like caſe. For 
ifa mans life be in danger by reaſon of 
bloud guſhing out at his noſe: they com- 
maund alſothar bloud bee let our in his 
arme or in ſome other place as the caſe 
requircth , that they mighe (lay the 
courſe of the bloud which ruſheth our 
at the noſirils, that ſo they might ſaue 
his life, who was readie to yceld vp the 
ghoRt. 

Then let the Goſpell be preached,in 
the preaching wherof the holy Spirit wor- 
keth effeQually vnto ſaluation, Forwhiilft 
he reneweth men,thatthey may begin ro 
will and to worke thoſe things that are 
pleaſing to God, he doth truely and pro- 
perly bring forth in them that ſorrow 
which is according to God and repen- 
eance vnto ſaluation. 

To the hard-harted the Law muſt bee 
vrged,and the curſc of the Law mulibee 
denounced with threatning , together 
withthe difficultie of obtaining deliuer- 
ance vntill chey bee purified inthe heart.
